If a 
map of Turkey be seakilted it will be seen 
that a small strip of Roumanian territory 
separates the southern portion of Rus- 
sian Bessarabia from the northern mouth 
of the Danube, It is this strip of land, 
which is a sort of guarantee for the free- 
dom of the mouths of the Danube, that 
Russia’ bas demanded from Roumania, 
and that.
